veterans will look out on another 
New Year's day from faces so bad- 
ly disfigured more than six years 
ago that complete restoration has 
not yet been possible. They are, 
however, 
progressing favorably. 


Many a man has 
been admitted 


with half his face blown, away, or a 
mere scar where his nose used to 
be, or minus his lower jaw as a 
result of high explosive destruc- 
tion.

Repairing a broken face Involves 


a series of operations. The face is 
literally built up afresh. The vic- 
tim leaves the 
hospital with a 


complete 
andN presentable set of 


features, not wax work or the like, 
but flesh and blood, bone and mus- 
cle, all functioning normally. 


To supply what is missing from 


an Injured face-, the surgeons take 
' a piece of flesh or bone from some 
other part of the body. The trans- 
fer of flesh has to be effected by 
stages because it must at no time 
be completeiy detached.

Boil, drain and mash the 
potato with two tablespoons flour, 
adding the water in which it ivas j 
cooked with enough to make up 1 < 
quart, add 1 teaspoon salt, 1 table- 
' spoon sugar, cool to lukewarm and 
1 dried yeast cake softened in 1-2 
cup of the luke warm water. Let 
stand in a warm place (at about 80 , 
degrees Fahrenheit) overnight on 
until well 
raised 
and 
full of 


bubbles. 
For the dough, scald 1 


cup milk, add 3 teaspoons salt, 4 
tablespoons shortening and 4 or 5 
tablespoons sugar. 
Cool to luke 


warm and add the well-raised fer- 
ment and add whole wheat or 
graham flour to make a soft dough, 
usually about 3 quarts. Knead un- 
til smooth. Cover. Let raise until 
double in bulk, divide into 3 or 4 
loaves, according to size of pan, 
rolling gently into shape and plac- 
ing in well greased pans. 
Grease 


the top and let rise again, but not 
quite to double bulk. Place in a 
hot oven for 5 minutes, then re- 
duce the heat and bake about one 
hour. Cool on a rack of tilt to al- 
low circulation of air. 


If a darker color and a flavor of 


molasses is liked, use 2 or 3 table- 
spoons molasses instead of the 
sugar. • If a lighter texture and

American, Lemuel W. 
Wright, secured in England a patent 
for the first machine to make solid- 
headed pins. 
And that machine, 
which is essentially the same one 
used to-day, is responsible for the 
establishment ,of the whole pin-mak- 
ing Industry. 
Before the -Invention of Wright's 


machine it required the services of 
no less than fourteen men to make 
one pin. The old form of pin con- 
sisted of a straight shank with a 
head of twisted wire that was made 
separately and then fastened to the 
pin. All the operations of straight- 
ening the wire, cutting it, pointing 
and polishing it were performed by 
different men.

BUT MARKET FIRM 


Packers Taking All That Are 


Offered and Meats Going Into 


Storage for Expected 


Else. 


The large run of hogs to market 


during the past .two months indi- 
cates a short supply later in the 
winter and during the spring, and 
the probability of materially higher 
prices for pork products now going 
into storage, 
says the 
United 


States - department of agriculture. 
Jt is considered that the competi- 
tion for the chance to share in this 
advance is holding hog prices at 
levels materially higher than would 
have prevailed were there not this 
expectation 
of short supplies to 


come. 
"In the face 3f the largest mar- 


keting of hogs 
on record for a 


similar period during the first three 
weeks of December," declares C- 
L. Harlan, livestock statistician for 
the department of agriculture, "the 
hog market has given every evi- 
dence of 
underlying 
strength. 


There is a distinct note of opti- 
mism in packing and distributing 
circles in contrast 
with the pes- 


simism that prevailed last year. 
Packers seem even anxious to ab- 
sorb the present record runs at 
prevailing prices. WBolesale .and 
retail distributors, Instead of fol- 
lowing the 'hand to mouth* policy 
of last year Seem to be willing to 
buy freely at present prices." 


"This change of attitude is due 


to the general feeling that the 
present run of hogs Is not an indi- 
cation of larger numbers to come, 
but is only an early 
marketing 


forced by the short supply and high 
price of corn. This opinion is 
based largely upon figures of the 
United States department of agri- 
culture which show a marked 
de- 


crease in the spring pig crop of 
last spring, and a probable large 
decrease In the fall pig crop." 


It is the belief of men both in 


the department 
and 
elsewhere 


who are in close touch with the 
hog situation, that the pig survey 
information this year has been re- 
sponsible for a very considerable 
part of the recent increased prices 
of hogs above last year's prices, 
and that it has brought millions of 
dollars to corn belt hog raisers 
above what they would otherwise 
have received.

Local attorneys for the Shep- 


herds promised their aid in assist- 
ing in the investigation of rumors 
that Billy's death was either has- 
tened or caused by other than 
typhoid fever. 


The youth's remains were ex- 


humed late yesterday and immedi- 
ately put under examination. Coro- 
ner Wolff and his chemists con-
